WITH THE JAPANESE ARMY 
IN CENTRAL CHINA, May 23.— 
The Japanese field command said 
today that 10,000 demoralized Chi- 
nese soldiers have surrendered since 


the fall of Suchow. 

The number of prisoners mounted 
as Japanese forces relentlessly pur- 
sued fragments of the routed Chi- 
hese army “fleeing from this con- 
quered section of the strategic 
Lunghal railway. The Japanese said 
thousands of Chinese still were 
inside the Suchow “trap,” which 


had been narrowed down to an area 
roughly 12 miles in diameter, cen- 
tering on the Lushan hills midway 
between Suchow and Suhsien. 
Operations around Suchow hawwe 
turned into widespread open war- 
fare, with the fleeing Chinese fight- 
ing desperate rear guard actions to 
gave themselves. 
Tanks Pursue Chinese. 


Flying over the Suchow area in 
a Japanese plane, I saw tanks, 
motorized units and infantry pur- 
suing groups of Chinese across the 
fields, harassing them with ma- 
chine gun and rifle fire. The ter- 
rain was littered with ruined vil- 
lages, wrecked bridges, devastated 
farm houses and endless lines of 
trenches. 

Passing over Suchow at 500 feet, 
it could be plainly seén that the 
Japanese were in full possession 
of that city, junction of the Lung- 
hai and Tientsin-Pukow railways. 
The Rising Sun flag floated over 
the city and it swarmed with Jap- 
anese troops, tanks and trucks. 

A Japanese army spokesman said 
a gap about 30 miles long still 
éxisted along the Tientsin-Pukow 
railway through which several Chi- 
nese divisions already have fled 
westward, The Japanese previously 
had asserted the Suchow area was 
completely encircled. The admis- 
sion that a gap remained was taken 
to mean that the Chinese still have 
a possible outlet to the west and 
that others probably will escape. 


Japanese Drive on Chengchow. 
Japanese flyers, after bombing 
raids along the Lunghai line west 
of Suchow, reported Lanfeng sur- 
rounded and its Chinese defenders 
held inside the walls. All highways 
along the Lunghai between Lan- 
feng and Kweiteh were said to have 
been cut, Lanfeng is 75 miles west 
of Suchow. 

Japanese also reported their 
flyers had bombed and torn up 
the tracks of the Peiping-Hankow 
Railway at Chumatien, north of 
Hankow, China's provisional cap- 
ital. 

The Japanese offensive west 
Along the Lunghai was aimed at 
Chengchow, junction on the Lung- 
hai and Peiping-Hankow railways 
in Honan Province, The purpose 
of this drive was to sever the Peip- 
ing-Hankow railway somewhere be- 
tween. Chengchow and Hankow. 
‘Chengchow. is 270 miles due north 
of Hankow. With the conquest of 
Centra] China progressing, the Jap- 
anese have expressed determina- 
tion to capture the Chinese capital.

LA GUARDIA SAYS U. S. MUST 
HAVE QUARANTINE AGAINST WAR 


Mayor Fears Some Trivial Incident 
Will Cause Dictator to Drag 


WASHINGTON, May 23.—Mayor 
LaGuardia of New York told a 
Washington audience yesterday 
that this country does not want 
war, “but if there is going to be an 
epidemic, America has a right to 
establish its own quarantine.” 

LaGuardia’s address was heard 
by nearly 10,000 persons attending 
a “massing of colors” ceremony at 
the Washington Cathedral amphi- 
theater. 


Warning that Europe might be 


at war at any moment, the Mayor 
urged that America guard aganst 
being “dragged into another con- 
flict.” \ 

“I do not fear an outburst of war 
on any major issue,” he said. “But 
I do fear that some trivial and un- 
important incident may move some 
little man who is dictator to feel 
he has been slighted and cause him 
to drag out his army ca another 
war. L 

LaGuardia advocated a closer un- 
derstanding between the United 
States and the republics of Central 
and South America. 

“We don’t want any more en- 
croachment in South American ter- 
ritory than we want in our own,” 
he asserted, “and we must marshal 
the best diplomats in our service to 
that end.”

WOMAN LEADER FIRED 
IN RUSGIA FOR LAT 


Head of Textile Workers’ 
Union Accused of Failing to 
Act Against Wreckers.

MOSCOW, May 23.—Removal of 
Alexandra Artukhina, veteran wom- 
an Bolshevist, from leadership in 
the Cotton Textile Workers’ Union 
for failing to take energetic action 
against anti-Soviet wreckers was 
disclosed yesterday. 

The charges against her as re- 
ported in Trud, official newspaper 


of the labor unions, indicated some 
of her subordinates also were dis- 
missed as it called for further purg- 
ing ol labor unions of “Trotskyist 
and Bucharinist” remnants. 

Specifically she was accused of 
approving the same production 
quotas for different types of ma- 
chines, regardless of their capaci- 
ties, or permitting neglect in the re- 
pair of machines and of accepting 
complicated and confused wage sys- 
tems. 

Now 49 years old, she was a dress- 
makers’. apprentice at the age of 
10, a mill worker and a leader in 
the labor union movement in Czar- 
ist Russia at 17. Her activity caused 
her exile when she was 20. 

Returning from exile three years 
later, she resumed her union work, 
took an active part in the revolu- 
tion and eventually advanced to 
membership in the Central Commit- 
tee of the Communist party, where 
she handled matters affecting work- 
ing women. 


MAN CARRYING BOMB KILLED 
BY EXPLOSION IN ROTTERDAM 


Passersby Injured; Device Said 
by Police to Be Intended 
For 


Two

ROTTERDAM, The Netherlands, 
May 23.—A bomb carried in a bag 
by a man on a main street exploded 
today, killing the carrjer and 
wounding two passersby. 

Police believe the bomb was in- 
tended for Heinz Tiben, a German 
who recently was imprisoned in 
Germany for espionage but later 
was released and came here.

The opinion pointed out that the

In holding the arguments of the 
commission as “well taken,” the 
per curiam opinion ‘rejected the 
company’s contention that it was 
the duty of the Circuit Court to 
proceed at once to have the im- 
pounded benefits of the rate reduc- 
tions distributed te the consumers 
pending the final determination of 
the validity of the rate order. 

“No ruling of the State court for 
such a distribution is before us,” 
the Supreme Court opinion said: 
“The judgment of the Supreme 
Court does not direct the payment 
over of the amounts on deposit, 
and the direction of the court for 
remand to the commission for fur- 
ther examination of the questions 
stated apparently leaves in abey- 
ance the final determination of the 
rate order and may result, as the 
commission states, in action which 
may constitute the basis of another 
appeal. The Supreme Court en- 
pressly states that the affirmance 
of the judgment of the Circuit 
Court is subject to the requirement 
of re-examination by the commis- 
sion as directed.” 

Text of 
Following is the text of the opin- 
on: 

“Appelee, the Public Service Com- 
mission of Missouri, moves to dis- 
miss the appeal upon the ground 
that there is no final judgment. 
“The Supreme Court of Missouri 
had before it an appeal from a 
judgment of the Circuit Court, 
which had affirmed an order of 
the Public Service Commission fix- 
ing the value for rate making pur- 
poses of the property of the La- 
clede Gas Light Co, and ordering 
a reduction in rates.

Any 
German Nazi who wants to be 
joined with the Reich can join him- 
self to it, with the blesuing of the 
Czechoslovak Republic. But Ger- 
many does not want her Germans. 
She wants a lot of landscape, fac- 
tories, mines, banks, schools and 
what not that never in the whole of 
history belonged to her. 

The Henlein movement amounts 
to an internal conspiracy against 
the Constitution and stability of a 
country which Great Britain col 
laborated to set up, and whose gov- 
ernmental system is founded on 
Anglo-Saxon principles of liberty 
and law. If social peace, stability, 
competence to meet internal and 
external obligations and popular 
will to maintain that state are 
measures of a claim for sovereign- 
ty and independence, then Czecho- 
slovakia can meet all requirements.

Czechoslovakia has never asked 
for any privileges from Great 
Britain, except those she shared as 
a member of the League of Nations 
—with which she accepted equal re- 
sponsibilities. She cannot ask 
Great Britain, with the League de- 
funct, to fight for her. 

But she can expect, I should 
think, that any British Government 
would use all peaceful diplomatic 
means to support her and will not 
collaborate in any way to under- 
mine her.

In Trade Development.’ 


’ ‘Foreign-built ships for the 
American merchant marine were 
advocated by Max O’Rell Truitt, 
member: of the United States Mart. 
time Commission, in a luncheon 
talk at Hotel Statler today, before 
the seventh annual Central Missis- 
sippi Valley Foreign Trade Confer- 
ence. 

Truitt said shipbuilding costs 
had become’so high in the United 
States that, “if we are to have an 
adequate American merchant ma- 
rine, something. must be done to 
reduce the price of ships in Ameri- 
can shi 85 
His luncheon address came be- 
tween morning and afternoon pro- 
grams devoted to the discussion of 
trade with Latin America and with 
Europe and the Far East. At the 
dinner session of the one-day gath- 
ering, at 6:30 p., m., Secretary of 
Commerce Daniel C. Roper will 
peak on “Giving and Taking in 
Trade Development.” 

Comparison of Costs. 

“The average bid received by the 
Commission last February for the 
standard C-2 design cargo vessel 
was over $2,400,000," Truitt said. 
“The Commission has reliable fig- 
utes to show that the same vessel 
could be built abroad for from $1,- 
100,000. to $1,500,000. During the 
last 20 years shipbuilding prices in 
this country have increased 400 and 
500 per cent, whereas they. have 
but doubled in the countries of 
our principal competitors. This 
four and five-to-one ratio of in- 
Grease is not due, — Commissic 
convinced, to relative wage cost 
fncreases. 


* “Several solutions have been 
proposed. One involves a sugges- 
tion made by the Commission, 
Which is embodied in a measure 
pending in Congress. It would re- 
duce the down payment required of 
a shipowner for construction from 
25 per cent of the domestic cost to 

per cent of the lower estimated 
foreign. cost’ of the vessel to be 
built. We realize, however, that 
this suggestion does not of itself 
touch the vital issue of high costs. 
It merely shifts more of the load 
onto Uncle Sam. 


In Case of Collusion. 

“Another suggestion is that 
American subsidized operators be 
permitted to take advantage of the 
lower prices available in foreign 
yards, when the disparity between 
prices asked by domestic and for- 
eign builders is found by the Com- 
mission to be inordinate, or when 
the domestic bids are unreasonable, 
excessive or collusive. 

“This. proposal would come into 
play only in a case where there 
would otherwise be no construction 
for our subsidized fleet. Labor 
would lose nothing by reason of 
such construction. On the con- 
trary, it would be benefited to the 
extent that it would be employea 
to operate a vessel which other- 
wise would not be built,

Czechoslovakia kept 500,000 Czech 
soldiers along the 1300-mile fron- 
tiers facing Germany, and believed 
that force sufficient to deter any 
incursion by Germany’s Fuehrer 
Hitler, self-proclaimed protector of 
Germans everywhere. The Czechs 
fear he one day may try to make 
of Czechoslovakia another Austria, 
now joined to Germany. 
The Sudeten, Nazi, German party, 
increased its strength in the Ger- 
man communities where voting was 
held yesterday, but only municipal 
governing bodies were affected so 
that it appeared there would be no 
direct national effect therefrom. 
A Sudeten accused the Czech 
Government of throwing troops into 
the Sudeten German regions al- 
though there was not the slightest 
evidence any revolt was in prepara- 
tion there.” Use of troops was 
called unconstitutional. 
The continued presence of troops 
at border points, with always the 
chance of an incident that could set

Truitt, a former St. Louis law- 
yer, was appointed by President 
Roosevelt to the Maritime Commis- 
sion after the transfer of Chair- 
man Kennedy to,the diplomatic 
service. He previously was coun- 
sel ‘for the commission, and earlier 
was in the legal service of the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation. 


Trade Discussions. 

The conference began with dis- 
cussions of the United States’ trade 
with Mexico and Latin America by 
E. W. LaTourette, manager of the 
St. Louis branch of the Underwood 
Elliott Fisher Co., and J. D. Fietch- 
er of Peoria, export manager of the 
Caterpillar Tractor Co. 

LaTo said that as soon as 
political came to Mexico, that 
country ‘would become the United 
States’ greatest market. “They need 
everything down there,” he said.

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FARMING ALREADY HAS BECOME 


HARLES C. PFLAUM and his 

wife sat in the home-made 

bench swing on the front 
porch, talking, watching men at 
work in the lumber yard across 
the street. The swing was un- 
painted, the house needed paint, 
the surroundings were those of a 
low rent, somewhat neglected ‘sec- 
tion on the outskirts of East St. 
Louis. Pflaum was in shirt sleeves, 
collarless. Mrs. Pflaum was at- 
tractively, but quite simply, clad 
in a green dress and open-work 
slippers. There was nothing about 
either of them, except the look of 
peace, to indicate that Pflaum was 
not still a W. P. A. laborer at $52 
a month; that he had come into a 
monthly income of $700 and could 
afford a big house or apartment, 
fine furniture, and a new car in- 
stead of the six-year-old auto that 
stood in back of the house. 
For the Pflaums, unlike most 
who have known dire circumstances 
and suddenly come tnto affluence, 
are not splurging. They are not liv- 
ing up to their income, they are not 
making big planes They are going 
to buy a couple of acres and raise 
chickens. They are going to see 
that their little girl, now 9 years 
old, has plenty of food, and the 
milk of which she was deprived 
during the year they were on re- 
lief; perhaps they may even buy 
her the Shetland pony she would 
like, They are going to have what 
they want.

Quite a bit of money in a short 
time, but it has made no striking 
change in the Pflaum mode of life.

Some, of course, he has spent, for 
as soon as oil was struck in April 
he quit his W P A job. He had 
already paid his debts—not many, 
obviously, for Mrs. Pflaum, a brown- 
haired, blue-eyed woman, tells how 
she is opposed to incurring debts 
and made their money stretch“ 
as soon as he sold the half interest, 
They stayed on in the three-room 
frame house, now brightened with 
new wall paper, that they have oc- 
cupied a year at $12 a month, but 
did buy new furniture. Moder- 
ately priced, practical furniture, 
with a new radio and rugs for the 
floor. Things they will be able to 
use when they move to their 
chicken farm home, after school 
ends next month for daughter Ruby.

HEN there was the used car, 

and there have been little 

things for Ruby. She can go 
to the carnival with other little 
girls, and Ruby likes carnivals 
better even than movies; neither 
have been frequent before in 
Ruby’s life. An acute, lightly 
freckled youngster, Ruby is 
in the fourth grade, is partly re- 
sponsible for postponing the chicken 
farm because she does not like to 
miss school. It is nice, she thinks, 
that she can have a little spending 
money now, and that they have an 
automobile, but all in all, Amos, her 
pet dog for five years, is about as 


important as the other things, even 
as new dresses that aren’t made 
over. 

Although Pflaum quit the WPA 
as soon as he became independent, 
it does not mean in the least that 
he sits all day on his front porch. 
He has already started farming, 
Behind his home, accessible over 
walls and heaps of discarded build- 
ing material, in a spot where one 
is sure only hard work and patient 
care would grow anything but 
weeds, he has a quite impressive 
vegetable garden. In it grows let- 
tuce, radishes, beans, tomatoes, 
every variety of produce to supply 
his family with fresh vegetables, 
and something over to give to 
friends. He spends much of the 
day there, and while after a labor- 
er's work it is comparatively easy 
for him, it is also a pleasure be- 
cause anything that has to do with 
a farm interests him. Rather a 
reticent man about his personal 
affairs, talk of farming gets him 
enthusiastic. 

“It is the only sort of life to 
lead,” he said. “A person feels as 
if he has done something when he 
works on a farm, and is able to 
breathe fresh air. It is hard work, 
though, and you have to know that 
before you try it. A lot of people 
think that things just grow, but 
it means getting up early ahd work- 
ing late at night. Winter is said 
to be a farmer's vacation, but 
cows have to be milked, chickens 
fed and rounded up to keep them 
from roosting in trees and freez- 
ing, stock has to be care for. And 
there is always fire wood to chop, 
or timber land to be cleared, 

“Another important thing toward 
making a go of a farm is to be clear 
of debt. You can’t be clearing your 
land and machinery of debts and 
paying interest and still make a 
living. And that is one reason 
we're not doing a lot of spending. 
We have been in debt, we have had 
hard sledding, and we are going fo 
be sure we never have to 
through the same thing again.”

Now 43 
years old, he was born on his fa- 
ther’s farm, where his grandfather 
had settled many years ago after 
coming to this country from Ger- 
many. Pflaum remained on the 
farm until the World War, in which 
he saw 18 months service overseag, 
and ‘then went to work as an up- 
holsterer in East St. Louis. 

With the depression, ‘however 
hard times began for the Pflaums. 
The firm for which he had worked 
many years went bankrupt in 1932. 
He could find no other work in his 
trade, and with his wife and Ruby, 
then a baby, went to Mount Ver- 
non, Mrs. Pflaum’s former home. 
There he found various work; at 
one time he picked chickens in a 
packing house. Mrs, Pflaum helped 
out occasionally by finding a bit 
of housework or sewing. After 
nearly two years they returned to 
East St. Louis, and in 1934 were 
forced to go on relief. 

We received $8 every two weeks,” 
said Mrs. Pflaum. “It was not 
much for three people, and we 
couldn't get milk for Ruby, and no 
ice. We applied for milk, but were 
told it was supplied only when there 
were two children in a family. 
Sometimes I was able to sew or get

They have more than they 
need; they have all that they want, 
chief of which wants is a debt-free 
chicken farm, where they can be 
contented, unworried, away from 
noise and dirt, and secure if the 
oil wells dry up.
